Berlin, Nov. 29.— The annual Thanks- 
giving banquet of the Ameriiian aolony in 
Berlin was held in tho Hotel Kalzsrhof this 
evening. The guosta, about 250 In number, 
inoludintc many Amerloana well-known at 
hom^and abroad were -aeated.ali 6:30 p. m. 
U. S; Ambassador Theodora BaDyon .f-iiire- 
sided in the coarse of the evening and made 
two brief speeohcn. He said-; " Waare 
separated by a vast oxp&nte of sea and from 
the oouDtry we are proud to claim as oura, 
but we are just proud of our birtbrl[;ht and 
as thankful for national and individual bless- 
ing- us if we were on the shorea of our bo- 
loved Amerioa. (Cheers.) We are 
thankful th<it although far away 
from that bright land of ours 
we live in ao pleueant a place as historic 
Germany, etnloent in its splendid literaturo, 
its advanced art and ecienoe and its military 
renown. Although we are remote from our 
kindred, wo are yet among those whom we 
are happy to call our friends, and who treat 
us with the Iclndness wblob Is oharaoteristlo 
of tbe Qerman people. Whatever may be 
the oanae of our beinfi| here, bnsiness, 
pleature or tnstruotion, we always get a 
hearty German welcome. We are glad at 
all times to acknowledge these obligations, 
and it gives us speaial;pleasare to do so each 
year upon ThaukseivIng Diy. Ib'eroforo I 
propose to you the liealth of His Majesty 
William II , Emperor^'of Gtrmany." 

In a later ripeeoh, Mir; Bunyon agid : 
"Wc are gathered here this evening remote 
from onr fellow oltlzens to rrjoica with them 
in our oountry's nnequalled moral progress ; 
to rejoice with them ja Its vast territory, in 
its over varied soil and climate. In its fear- 
less enterprise, in its spreading education, 
and in its civil and religious libsriy, whioh 
are tho priceless heritage of America. Our 
popular government is a government of a 
powerful and responsible ciecutive, ohoeen 
by tbe peoplo. During its term of cflioe 
this executive distinctly represents tho 
majesty of the pooplo and the principles of 
constitutional liberty upon whioh the gov- 
ernment is founded. Wo are alw»ya ready 
to honor the eminent cituen who is ab the 
head of our government, OBpocially upon 
ocoaaiona liko tho preeont;. We meet to- 
night as citiziDB of a great republio without 
regard to difTdronoes of politics. From the 
high patriotio piano of national glory and 
welfare I now propoae to you the health of 
Grover Clevelacd, President of the United 
States " 

Mr. Kunyon'i) proposal to send a Thanks- 
giving meaeage to President Cleveland was 
received with much cheering and tbe follow- 
ini; dispatch wasoabled to the White House : 
" T>vo hundred and fifty AmerioaDi at the 
Thankeglving dinoer In Berlin send patriot 
greetings. 

Consul- General Charles de Kay made a 
forcible speech with soma polities in it. 
"Amerloana have reason to lie. thankful," 
ite said, V. thafi a rebalce.had been adminis- 
tered laoently to those sordid politicians 
who poll- their': own. pooketa before 
tbe weuara of tbe./oontitry. They ahould 
rejoice alao in Mr. Cleveland's praiaowortby 
record of wisdom, propriety and self-saori- 
fice." The Consul-General toasted the city 
of Berlin, Germany, and tbe German voters 
who aid.-'d tho rtformera in New York. A 
danoo followed tbe dinner ; ail arrange 
ments wore porfi ct and the dinner and the 
danco worn as enjoyable aa ever. 

Rome, Nov. 21) — A thanksgiving service 
was held In the Amorlcan churoh this morn- 
ing. Wayne Maoveagh, United States am- 
bassador, his family and moat of the mem- 
bers of iho American colony were present. 



PRINCESS BISUABCK. 

A Type of the German Hanifran— Cause of 
ilcr Death— rnneral ArraDgements. 

Vau/.hin, Nov. 29 — Prinoess BIsmorok 
has for years been saffarlngi with bronchitia 
and gaatrio catarrh. Eighteen .months ago 
she was found lying in a pool of blood ab the 

foot of hor bed. These fainting altocks 
wire rcpc '.L.-d from tirna to time, Tiie im- 
mediate eauso of death was dropiy compli- 
cated with heart disease. She was cheerful, 
and tried to deceive the prince as to her cnn - 
dition, spending roach of her time nut of 
bed. When Dr. Sohwenlnger gently broko 
tho news to the prince, he rose Immediately 
and remained silent for some time at the 
deathbed. He had watched at Iter bedside 
almost constantly tho past fow days, 
taking only short napa. The prince 
is quite overcome, and so broken 
down that the dootors insist on his 
•peedy removal to Friedriohsruho. The 
funeral ceremonies will bo on a moderate 
aoalo out of regard for the Prince's condi- 
tion, Tho intormont will probably bo at 
Hchonhuueen, tho anocHtral homo of the Bis- 
tnurck^. Priuco Bismarck personally oom- 
munioatf.d tbsK' news to tbe Emperor and 
KinpresB, who Rent a long telegram of con- 

dolencu. 

Tho funeral of I'rincoaa Bismarck will 
take plucii at \'2:'M on Friiliiy. The garden 
houso In tho c iBilo p^rk is holng filled up aa 
a vault for tho reception of the body, but 
upon thn ox-ciianoi-llor's death tho body 
of tho Princoea will bo removed and in- 
terred by tho Hide of her husband. None 
bub mombcra of tho immediate family 
will 1)0 allowed to attend tho aerviooa, 
I'autor Hohunian to-day oonduotod Borvioea 
in tlio c.istlo, after whijh Borvioo tho oollin 
waa onrried by six forentcrs and six etowarda 
to tlio pavilion. The Prince followed, step- 
ping firmly without noteworthy sign of 
fecbienoiia. The other members of tho fumlly 
and tho houaehold walked behind. Besides 
these, the only witnesaea were the Foreaters, 
the workmen on the pUoo aud a few real 
dents', ' As tho date cf the funeral had not 
:been announced generally tbe only wreath 
from a royal person is that seat by the Em- 
preaa Frederiok. : Others. will be received to- 
morrow and cwlll bo placed in the' pavilion 
with the body. 

The Frtisslan ministry sent this dispatch 
to Prince Bismarok : " Tbe ministry of 
state send this expression of their most 
heartfelt sympathy with ono whom they 
revere deeply as tbe president of their ooun^ 
oil for many yean, on tbe ooossion of the 



death of the truly beloved companion oi his 
long life, " Prince Bismarck replied with an 
expression of his deepest thanks. 

Berlin, Nov. 28. — The news of tho death 
of the Prinoess made a deep impression on 
all the government departments. She was a 
true type of the German hausfran, who lived 
only for her husband and children and in no 
way meddled with politlca. The funeral will 
be of a quiet and simple charaoter. Prinoe 
Bismarok has received many messages of 
oondolence, including words of sympathy 
from Eaperor, William and. ez-GlianoeUor

BBITAlir AND MIOABAOTTA. 

II. M. Consul at Greytown Transferred to 
CoBta Klca— A Sleniflcant Chautse. 

Kingston, Nov. 29. — Mr. Herbert F. 
Bingham, late British consul at Greytown, 
Nicaragua, has been promoted. The facts 
relating to his oasa are brlfiy aa follows 

At the inception of the BlneSelds incident 
tho Amerioan aud British conanls on the 
Atlantic coast of Nicaragua wore deprived 
of their exequaturs, Thia action was taken 
by the Soolaya guvernmonfc at Managua, the 
capital of the republio. After a diplomatic 
oontost they were returned to tho 
consuls, Mr. Herbert F. Bingham 
refused ' to accept his unless an 
apology was tendered. He indlviduully 
declined to Rooopt a now exequatur. His 
spirited action has met with the warmest 
approval of his government. Reosntly he 
was given a new and important consular 
position in Coata Rica. It la reported hero 
that be will be made consular agent for 
Great Britain, with residence in Guatemala. 
The significance of Britain's action needs no 
explanation. Mr. Bingham has - been in 
Central Amerioa for nearly twenty 'years, 
constantly representing important Britiah 
interests. His wife, an Amerioan, Is well 
and fcivorably known on tbe coast. < 



MORE CHINESE EE.VEKSES. 



Battle ou the Motien Pass— The Jap- 
anese Continne Their Ylctori- 
oas Advance. 



Excesses Chnrs'ed Against tho Japan- 
ese— Grave Accusation Against 
Li finngrChaufir. 



LoNDOK, Nov. 29.— The oorrespondent of 
the Central News at Tokio telegraphs as 
follows : " Details of thefallof Port Arthur 
are now beginning to arrive. Tbe number 
of Chinese killed in the engagement was 
about2.U00. Most of them were slain dur- 
ing the cannonading of the place 
on November 20. The atatementa that there 
was a further excessive slaughter of Chinese 
aro absolutely denied by tho Japanese 
oflicer in command. During the attack 
upon Port Arthur, a large force of Chinese 
from Foo Chow and beyond Dincbow at- 
tacked the latter place, but the Japanese 
garriaon repulsed them after severe fighting 
with heavy loss to the ' Ghinase. :■ The 
Japanese loss was 20 killed and 60 wonnded, 
including several officers. - 

A despatch to the Central News lays that 
the Japanese army under Field Marshal 
Yamngata has passed throngh the Motien 
pass and is believed to have taken posaeseion 
of the city of Miano-Yang, forty miles trom 
Moukden. 

A despatch to the Central News from 
Tientsin says that Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
has postponed his trip to Pao-Ting-Foo and 
has gone to Taku to inspect the forte there. 

The Daily News will reproach Japan 
again to-morrow for continuing the war, 
saying : " There is no clear, open, avowed 
issue between the Chinese and the power 
which revels in tho luxury of hitting them 
when they are down. No war within our 
recnlleotion has been continued on suoh 
terms." 

The silver market is in a state of col- 
lapse. The quotation of bar silver yester- 
day is 2SIJ I., a decline of Tho cause of 
tho recenc fall and weakness is tho reported 
largo Japanese purchases of war material, 
for which Japan is said to be oreating bills 
on the Eist, thus diminishing other forms 
of remitting. 

HiiiosniM.v, Nov. 29 — News hoa been ro- 
ccivod of a battle in the vicinity of Motlen- 
linn. Tho Japanese are said to have lost 
forty killed and wounded. The Chinese 
loss is supposed to bo immonso, 

Shanghai, Nov. '2\) — A sensation has 
been oikuaed by a memorial to the throne, 
signed by over 120 high ofEoials, impeach- 
ing Li Hung Chang and charging him with 
corruption, peculation and deception. The 
memorial also says that Lt Hung Chang 
rejilocd at the Japanese victories and 
prevented the Chincao from achiev- 
ing success. Li Hung Chang is also 
said to bn implloated with Prince 
KuDg, the Emperor's tinola-and president 
of the admiralty, who was recently appoint- 
ed dictator, and with Tootai Wu, the com- 
mander of the Chinese forces at Port Ar- 
thur, In selling state secrets and war ma- 
terial to tho enemy. They are further 
charged with Investing money in Japun, 
harboring treosonablo designa agi.inat tho 
Chincao empire, and conspiring to procure 
tho overthrow of Cliina. The memorial 
donmnda tho inalant punlahmont and dia- 
niiseal of all concerned in the conapiraoy. 

Cin'.Ki-'oo, Nov. 'J9. — CbineBo fugitives slate 
that tho Japancae sacked Port Arthur, 
shooting nid and young, and that pillage and 
murder were supremo for throe daya, Tho 
dead wore barbarously maltreated, their 
headn and noses being out olf and namolcBa 
atrooitioB committed. The fugitives say 
that all tho streets of Port Arthur, as well 
ua tho harbor, wore filled with dead bodies.

Many 
well paid teaobers have wakened up to the 
realization that hereafter they will have to 
dispense with nume'roua luxuries previonely 
enjoyed. In some InBtanoeB lady teachers 
have been out $20 a month. The salary of 
the High school priucipal'U to be §133 and 
his assistants §100; Public sohool principals, 
S90 ; first and second aaaistants, §75 and 
§70, and all othora §50. The board save 
§5,000 by tho cut. Teachers' salaries are 
thp last to oomQ down in Vancouver. 

Thomas Eaid, known to all turf men in 
tho province is ouL on bail, charged with 
obtaining property under false pretenooa. 
Eaid traded a note (signed by Pat Caroy, 
but in aomo way not negotiable) for a horse 
with Nod Gowdy, of Lulu Island. The 
peculiarity abouc the Carey note is the 
cause of tho trouble. 

In tho police court, before Magistrate 
Jordan this morning, Fred. Goodmurphy, 
charged with stealing a watch from William 
Burns, ^vua acijuittod. 

Pat Ciino, mo Chinese murder suspect, 
was remanded till Monday on a charge of 
vaijrancy. 

Mr. C*mpioa, manager of tho B.C. Iron 
Works, has returned from tho East. Mr. 
Campion says be went East on the com- 
pany's business and DOt, as supposed, to 
float a gold mining company. He found tho 
East very much improved aa compared with 
its condition when ho left it seven years 
ago. Ibe Ontario farmers are, he says, the 
inoBt prosperous in Amarioa, and money 
oonld be got eaeily for any legitimate enter- 
piiss.

A CHINESE OPINION. 



Corrnption at Home Held to Be the 
Cause of China's Over- 
throw. 



"But," Says a Victoria Chiuaman, 
Japs Will Never Set Foot 
in Peking:.

Chan Long, of tho firm of Pook Long &. 
Co., of Fisgard street, undoubtedly one of 
the ablest Chinamen in British Columbia, 
when talking over the Chinese-Japanese 
trouble last evening waa very vigorona in 
donuociatioh of hia own goverment. Taking 
up the Ching-Tei-Yet-Pao, a Canton paper, 
of tho 29ch October last, he translated an 
extract stating that the Chinese Emperor 
had dlspatobed 60,000 troops to Korea, 
whose first exploit was to defeat and totally 
destroy a Japanese force of 20,000 men. 

"I know," he continued, "that this 
atatement is absolutely without foundation 
and I am satisfied that at tha present time 
there ia not a Chineae regiment in Korea. 
The Chinese goverument aa at preeent con- 
Btituted is absolutely rotten. Li Hung 
Chang himself, of whose . political 
acumen so much la spoken by 
white mer, ia undoubtedly a very 
able man, but ho is a boodlor of the moat 
pronounced typo, elao how could he, after 
being in ofiioo but forty years, have accumu- 
lated a fortune estimated at §500,000,000. 
Ho ia progreesive, yea, but when ho found 
that hia plana If carried out might interfere 
with his own prospects and position he 
allowed his opponents to block them. Hia 
brother, Li Hluu Chang, Taotai of Canton, 
tho richest province of tbe Empire, is tho 
most corrupt man in China, asd tho de- 
fensive force he was suppoaed to maintain 
was without any existence, except in the 
o£Bcial returns, 

" I am patriotic enough to think that the 
average Chinamen, properly drilled and 
oliicerod, and armed with an effective 
weapon, are as good soldiers aa there are on 
earth, but under the preseat Byatem of 
government they are bub aonUeaa slaves, 
with nothing to fight for and nothing 
to expect. Not, mind you, that I think tho 
Japanese will over enter Peking. Tho pro- 
Bent Tartar dynaaiy know full well that tho 
moment a Japanoao aoldier seta foot in tho 
capital tho doith kuoU of tho Manchu em- 
perora is sounded, at cl they will make any 
aacrlfioo rathor than permit what ia to thoni 
Bulcide. 

•' They may porlmpa try tho fortune of 
ono more buttle, and then, ahould it go 
againat tho ('iiinuan arms, and I look for no 
other reault, Li Hung (^hang will sue for 
peace at any prioo, Tno boat thing that 
could happen to China would bo its complolo 
subjection by Japan. Tho oorquerora would 
Bot up a atablo, juat and popular govorn- 
mont, under wh'ch my country would grow 
to be tho most iiillucntial In tho world. Tho 
two first atepa towarda this would bo t ho 
total aboliticn of tho opium trufli', 
which in ita present form drains out of thu 
country §80, (100,000 a year, and aooondly 
tho introduction everywhere of railwayn. 
Now there is no means of traffic save by the 
waterways. In times of peace they are 
slow, unreliable and inadi qnate ; in timea of 
war they are at the mercy of tbe enemy. I 
would like to see my countrymen defeat the 
Japanese. National pride asks this of me, 
but that aatisfied, I am willing to trust 
tho dca^inies of my native land entrusted to 
a Japaneae administration."

Many Valuable Suggestions Offered- 
Tiie Reply of the Hin-

An [mportant deputation, oonsiBtiDR of 
Meaora. C. K. Ronouf, Thomoa CuQnlDRham, 

A. MoRae. Donald MoGilUvray and A. H. 

B. Maogowan, waited upon the goTernnient 
on Taesday and were kindly received, all 
the minlttere being proaent. The gentle- 
men whose names are mentioned formed the 
committee appointed »c the Convention of 
Frtrmers and Agrioulturista hold at A(;tt88iz 
on the lO.h and lich cf August, to present 
the memorial then prepared. The follow- 
ing is the memorial with the reply thereto 
by the govemment: 

ViOTOBiA, B. C, Nov. 27, 1S94. 
Eon. Theodore Davie, Q 0.', Premier of 
British Volumhia, and Memiers of, the 
Executive Council : 

Gektlemen,— We thank you for the pri- 
vilege you have sfifjrded us of presenting to 
you tho resolutions which were passed at 
the Convention of Farmere and Agriouiiur- 
aliata, held at Agasuiz on the lOih i»nd llih 
of August, 1894, whioh were as follows : 

" Moved by Thomas Cuuninnlmm : 
Whereas this convention has boon inturmed 
that tuberculosie has been diecivered in 
acme herds of this province, which may eer- 
ioiilly affeob our dairying industry and en- 
tall very great loss to dairymen. B) it 
therefore resolved that this meeting appoint 
a committee to investigate this subject with 
the view of taking suon preoautionary meas- 
nres as may be found necessary in prevent- 
inc; the spread of the diBeaie and the reim- 
bursement of those whoso herds are being 
destroyed in the intereata of the publiu 
health, and the enactmonb of aaoh leglala- 
tion as muy be deemed expedient, and that 
such coniniittoe have power to act in the 
mutter. Cirried." 

*' MovedbyMr. CunninBham: Whereoathe 
disastrous froahet in the Fraser valley dur- 
ing the present year has fully demonstrated 
the absolute and presairg nocessity of im- 
meJittt3 stepa boinp tuken to protect tho 
rich and fertile lands in said valley by a 
thorough system of dyking : And whereas 
tho proviDoial govBrniiient is in a poailion to 
obtain the neuesBury funds for this under- 
taking at a much lower rate of interest than 
either private individuals or oorporatione : 
And whereas the permanent prosperity of 
this province depends upon the iiiimedi£.te 
development of our agricultural resouicua 
by the cultivation of tho soil and tho pro- 
duction of such food supplies as are now 
imported Into the province and paid for in 
cash : Bs it therefore reaolved that this con- 
vention composed of agriculturaliata from 
every portion of the provmoe rcBpeottully 
request the provincial government to take 
anoh action as is nccesaary to obtain the 
needed capital by the guaranteo of a loan or 
ortherwise ao that the work may be prose- 
.Gated before the reourrence of another fi jod. 
It is the opinion of this convention that this 
is the' moat urgent and vital question to 
whioh the government oan devote its ener- 
gies at the present time, for the dyking of 
the Fraser really meana the reatoratiou ef 
confidence in the -fbtnre permanent pros- 
perity of the provinoa. ,by the inorease of a 
producing popnlation and the inveatment of 
i( l|krge amonnt of capital in farming opera- 
tiona aad the prevention of tbe heavy im- 
portations of farm and. dairy prodaoe which 
is resultlDg in draining the oonntry of 
its financial reaonrdea to an alarm- 
ing extent. We. plead nrgenoy In 
this matter, and earnestly pray that 
no further time may be lost in meeting 
and overcoming the difficulties and perplez- 
itieaof the aitnation. . Carried"

Gentlemkn, — Your committee appointed 
to report, upon the oausea whioh most ecri- 
oqaly affect a thorough development of the 
Bgrioultural possibilities oi this proviooe are 
of the opinion that any legislatioo, agitation 
or co-operation that would lead towurde thu 
renewal of the foltowiog would bs benefioial: 

1. Large areaa of land suitable for culti- 
vation and held for epeoulative parpoaes ; 

2 The hiiih price at whioh land partially 
cleared is held ; 

3. Tho large bizo of many holdings and 
their partial cultivation ; 

4. Tho BfjricuUuralist not adapting himself 
to the needs of the country ; 

.") The lack of sympathy between town 
and country ; 

ii. The iijability of young BgrionlturaHata 
obtuiuinf! BcionliHo education within the 
province ; 

.7 Thi) nfcoflRity of Bmall pxperimeutal 
Btutiona of the province, and your coaitnit- 
tee aro of the 0|yii.iiii) t hat a more thoroimh 
eyatem of fioverninenl; and municipal 
tax^ition will tcnil to remove fauj..'fi 
1, '1 and ;!, and rcooitimend that ayHtein 
of specifio taxation hailing a low rate on 
land In oultivation ns its b»ai8 bo udopled, 
and that » 11 apeculaiive land bo taxed at a 
rate whioh would msko thia diiea of tenancy 
unprofitable, and that all improvements be 
■exempt from taxation, and that tho ayateni 
be flnforccd throughout the proviiics. 

k'our committee hoppB that hy c ireful ob- 
servations and a continued aludy of the pro- 
dnota which are importid into the province, 
«nd which might bo profitably producttl 
wi bin tbe provinor, and by the placing of 
produota in such a marketable manner as 
will ensure profitable returns, will remove 
eanae 4. , , . • 

Tiie remedy as auggeated in the previous 
clauses will, m a great measure, strengthen 
the sympathy between producer and oon- 
eumor. Your comndttee recognise that the 
presa of this province can, in a very great 
nioaaure, accomplish thia very gesirable end, 
and your committee hope that the pr*B8 of 
tho provlnc3 will agitate the removal of the 
cauaes which ao materially uffjct tho agri 
cultural poaaibilitioe of tho provinco. 

Your committoo aru of the opinion that 
the time is now moat opportuiiu for the ce- 
tablishnient of an ogricultural college in the 
province, and your coinmitlee believe that 
ihoro ure u lurno number of ycing men in 
the i>rovinco who aru anxious to avail thein- 
Bolvoa of Bui!h education. In poinlion out 
too ncccBBity of emiiU experimental otutiona 
throughout tho provinco, your committee 
strongly recommend that tho govi rnment bo 
urged to spend a Diiiall amount annually to- 
warda this, 08 tho largo extent of the pro- 
vinco and diflorent ooiuliliona under whioh 
horticulture hiS to be pursued points out 
forcibly that a number of email exporl- 
mental stations are escential to Bucccsaful 
hortlo.ulture. Your oommitteo recommend 
that the suggestions in thia report, if adopt- 
ed by your convention, bo referred to a 
committee for presentation to the govcru- 
ment. Your committee consider that tho 
large attendance at thia convention ia a 
matter of great oongratnlation, and having 



Leen ao happily iuangurated may continue 
and ita ueefulnGBS continue yearly. 
All of which ia-respeatfnlly aabtnitted. 

" Moved by Mr. D. MoGllHvray, aeoond- 
ed by Mr. W. Henry : Whereaa large 
areas of good agricnlturak land, aitUAted 
east of theCasuade monntaina, oannot be 
utilized for the want of convenient water 
for irrigation, and whereaa if aaid lands 
could be cultivated by irrigation it la well 
known that large quantitiea of the best 
qualities of wheat oould be produced to sup- 
ply the demand of tho province : Therefore 
be it reaolved that tho provincial govern- 
ment be reapeolfully asked to take such 
stepa as may bo deemed expedient to bring 
about, if pogaible, tho irrigation of said 
lands." 

"Moved by Mr. Thomas E. Kitchen, 
M. P. P., eeconded by Mr. A. C. 
VVolla : Whereas oxtonsivo hydraulic 
mining operations aro being carried 
on and many others projeotod, on tho baaka 
of tho Fraaer between Uopo and Llllooet, 
and that the Fraser is being uaed 
as a dumping ground for the 
debris, and whereas serious fears are 
entertained that the debris will be 
deposited in the bed of the said river be- 
tween Hope and tho said heads, thereby 
silting up the bed of the Fraaer and cauaing 
aaid river to overflow its banks, and there- 
by cauBO aerioua loss to tbe agricultural set- 
tlora along tho Fraaer valley, such as was 
cansedou the tributaries of the Sacramento 
river by hydraulic mining operations ; 
Therefore, be it resolved that this conven- 
tion would reapectfuUy urce upon tho Do- 
minion and Provincial governments tho ne- 
oeasity of an investigation with a view of 
regulating and controlling tho oaid opera- 
tiona BO as not to damugo tho agricultural 
and ahippiug interests cf tho Lower Fraeor. " 

" Moved by Mr. D. McGillivray, second- 
ed by Mr. Thomaa Cunningham : Whereas 
the annual freshet in tbe Fraaer river bears 
along an immense amount of ailt aud dobria, 
whtob, becoming deposited in the bottom, 
obatruota tho pasboge of the surcharge of 
water from fiadiog speedy outlet into tbe 
eea ; and whereas aucb freahet having oc- 
curred for many years haa oontraoted the 
ohanncla and filled up the! month of the riv- 
er to Buoh an extent aa to dam tbe water 
back, causing floods and much devaatation : 
Therefore, be it resolved that this conven- 
tion of repressntativo agriculturalists from 
every poriion of tho province reapectfuUy 
rtqucsta the Dominion government to take 
immediate ateps to havo such obstructious 
removed and tho channel of the river deep- 
ened and Btraightoned, and make such other 
iinprovementa aa will be found noces- 
Bury to confine tho water to its natural 
channel, thus preventing a repetition of 
the Bad calamity which has overtaken ua in 
the valley during tho present year." 

" Moved by Mr. Hutcheraon, aeoonded 
by Mr. G. W. Henry -. Resolved that this 
farmere^ convention, being ropreseutativee 
of diiTarent eeotions of tho province, con- 
vened at Agaaaiz, desires to place on record 
its hearty appreciation of tho kind attention 
shown fcy Manager T. A. Sbarpe, of tho Ex- 
perimental Farm, and of the great benefit 
to our province in placing such a competent 
man in such an important position. Par- 
ticularly do we of the Fruitgrowers' ABsocia- 
tion feel that some ezpreaaion ia due Mr. 
T. A, Sbarpe for tbe many uaefnl and in- 
structive lessons ' we have received from 
him." 

"Moved by Mr. A. St. G. Hammersley, 
seconded by Mr. N. Huohart : Reaolved, 
that the^ijovernment of British Columbia be 
requested to make the neoeaaary financial 
arrangements so that loans may be d^anted 
by the province to farmers on approved 
aeourity of real estate at rate of interest of 
5 per cent, per annum, repayable on a term 
of years as may be thought advisable, the 
loans to be advanced aimply for the purpose 
of improving tbe farmaof tbe borrowers." 

We would also make . a few remarks on 
tbe lieadinga pontained in the. above report. 

Tnberonloab — We note with pleaanre that 
the government ia taking thia matter under 
their oonaideration, and wefael that in their 
handa meaanrea will be brought forward 
whioh will meet the reqnireqpenta of tbe 
eise. 

Fraser River Freshet — From the daily 
press we notice that it is probable that a 
joint departmental inquiry will be made 
with the Dominion government as to the 
beat methtd of preserving thia valuable ugri- 
cultural district, and we hope that Euoh 
action will he speedily carried out, aa it will 
in a great measure reassure the many who, 
h-iving lost ao much, are naturally disoour- 
a,t;-id. 

Irrigation— The quantity and quality of 
produce which can bo obtained by thia 
eyatem of cultivation his been bU'^ceiiefuUy 
donionatrated in portions of this Province, 
and it ia our opinion that a comprohenaivo 
aystem to aucceaBfully treat tho largo aroaa 
which niight bo euccenBfuly cultivated by 
thia ayatein, should receive tho attention of 
tho governmoot, and, allhouj;h wo do not 
anticipate that it ia poaeiblo for the govern- 
ment to go into a largo Byatem of irrigation, 
still, we bopo that it will receive such atten- 
tion as will demonstrate ita feasibility, in 
order that capital may bo introduced to 
take up Buch an entorpriaa. 

Hydraulio Mining — Although no damage 
haa yet taken place from tho dumping of 
debris into the Fraser, still tho conunitteo 
ia of the opinion that the damage caused on 
tho Sacramento and other rivers is of aufli- 
cient importance to receive the atteution of 
the government, with a view to regulating 
and uontrolliug such oporatlona, ao aa not-to 
injure agricultural and ahipping iniereatc. 

With regard to tbe oba'.ruotiona in tbe 
Frabor river, and the convention's resolu- 
tion rtqucBting tho Dominion government 
to havo each obatruotioijH removed, wo 
would rospoutfnlly ai'k your honorublo gov- 
oriniient to endorse tho request of the con- 
vention, as such u old have valuable weight 
in ofr.^oting tho rt fo.m we aak. 

Keupeetinn tho n^aoluiion regarding tho 
loanu to lio granted by the provinco. Tho 
ccmmitteo do not feoi juatifii.'d in elaborat- 
ing thia propoBul, aa, although curried in 
thu convention, it was not unanimous. 
ThiH bjBtcui, wo Mtiderstand, haa been in- 
troduced in New Z aland, and whether it 
has been found to \cork to advantiigo we 
h»ve hocu unuljlo to aecertain, but we hopo 
that ahoulii, at a later date, tho convention 
1)0 able to domoiistrato tho feaaihility and 
benefit of tuoh a Bchcnin, your honorable 
^^overnment would bo ploaaod to "liuly con- 
aider tlio auiiio. 

We would uak your indulgcnoo for a few 
moments to submit to you aoiiio of the facts 
that impreesed thou)nelveB upon the oom- 
mitteo who considered and brought forward 
thn rcaolulinn as to tho cuubob which niuat 
sorioualy uiTcct the thorough dovoli)|iroonc 
of tho ugriculiural pooalbilltioa of thia pro- 
vinrm. 

Wo ahttll first refer to tho oft-ropeatod 
atitcmcnt that Jkitiah C'dumbia is not an 
Bgrioultural province. Wo are ready to 
admit that, owing to its possibilities huv- 
iog never been amply demonstrated, tho 
luck of intelligent buabandty ia, in a very 
great measure, accountable for this state- 
ment.

THB VALLEY OF TEE PRASBR. 

It is encouraging bo find that the Govern- 
' ment are alive to the importance of defend- 
ing the landn in the Fraser River Valley, 
and ooneequontly its inhabitants, from the 
ravages of the river. By the report of a 
Committee of the Eseotttive Cooncil, which 
"Waa laid before the Legislative ABsembly on 
the 27th inat., vto find that the Committee 
Teoommend that the Dominion Governmenb 
be invited to join in the appointment of a 
Commiasion to examine and report upon 
various .^subjeota, all of which have 
an import*nt connection with the 
question whether any general system 
of proteobing the lands from floods is 
praotioable. A very little reflection will 
show that it ia only fair and reasonable thab 
the Dominion Government should unite wfth 
tho Provincial Government in the prosecu- 
tion of this Deceasacy work. It ia pleasant 
to learn that the authorities in Ottawa take 
this view of the matter, and that they are 
willing and ready to co-operate with the 
Provincial Government in making tho TTraaer 
Biver Valley a safe place to settle in. 

Wo believe that tho Canadian Paciflo 
Railway should be ono of tho ijarlioa to thin 
Bobemotf protection and reolamation. lo 
has large interests in the valley, and if it 
was tbroaghqut Ita whole length secure from 
floods, those interests would be greatly moro 
valuable than they are. 

lb is devoutly to bo hoped thab before tho 
river rises n;^uin to tho height it did last 
aprlng, the landa in the lowest parts of the 
valley will bfl as safe from lojary as the up- 
lands on the hitrher levels. The work which 
will effept this change will greatly inoroaao 
the wealth of the Province. It will add 
large tracts of the richest lands to ita culti- 
vable orea, and ib will onoourago tho 
aottlemont, not only of those lands, but of 
other lands In di£Feront parts of the Prov- 
ince, 

It Is now, we ate glad to see, genorally 
admitted thab one of the most preaa- 

ing needs of tho Province is tho 
moro general and tho moro ra- 
pid devolopmenb of ita agritultural 
lands. It is beginning to bo aeon that with- 
out a permanent population engaged in 
ugrloultureand lilndred pursulu the pros- 
perity of the Pf ovinoo can never be assured. 
Xbe valley of the Fraaer alone can support 
large' population In oorotort. If it were 
once settled population would flow into the 
other and perhaps leas favored aeotiona and 
Britiah Columbia would have what so many 
now see to be lt» greatest need,. .. 

We trust) that no bbitaoles will be thrown 
In the way ol tho great undertaking out- 
lined in the report of the committee. The 
more vigorously lb !• prosecuted the sooner 
it win bo completed, and when lb is com, 



A NEW IMPORT. 

For the first time in Its existence Victoria 
ia an importer of salmon. A year or two 
ago Vlotorians would have laughed at tho 
idea of their being under the ncoassity of 
importing aalnion from tho cities of the 
Sound. 8ondi:)g salmon to Victoria would 
appear to them quite aa absurd as sending 
coals to Newcastle. Siklmon wero a drug in 
the Victoria market from January to 
December. The only diffi:aliy experi- 
ODood was to find a market for them. Many 
moro were caught than could be coneumod at 
home. What baa caused the sudden and 
very remarkable change?- Have the sal- 
mon deserted British Columbia waters? 
Hava,tho8e waters been over-fiahed ! What 
oould possibly have caused a salmon famine 
in the city of Victoria ? 

The salmon have not deserted British 
Columbia waters. Thoad waters have not 
been over-iished. Salmon, fine, healthy, 
lively, toothsome salmon, are still abundant 
in the aea that washes the ehores of this 
Province, but tho officials of tho Dopurtment 
of Marine and Fiehories have issued a decree 
that Britiah Columbiana muse not catch tho 
salmon that teem in British Columbia 
waters, nor sell them in the markets 
of Britiah Columbia towns and cities. 
Consequently the Victorian who wants a 
fish dinner must send to one of the American 
cities of the Sound for a salmon. A con- 
signment of fine fresh salmon caught in Am- 
vorioan waters has, wo are informed, been re- 
ceived ab the cold storage warehouse. So 
Victorians are compelled to hire American 
fishermen to catoh their salmon for them, 
and also to pay a tribute to the Dominion 
Government for the privilege of eating them, 
all beoauao tho salmon on this Pacific Coast 
are ao stupid and so stubborn as to difl[er in 
their habits from the salmoa Of the Atlantic 
Coast. Ib is too bad, however, that 
Victorians should be made to pay 
the penalty of this stupidity and 
stubbornness on tho part of tho salmon 
uf this eido of the continent. 

Lawmakers and the framera of rules and 
regulations in some parta of the world make 
their lawa and rnlea oonform to what have 
been ascertained to be facts ; but there are 
in Ottawa Government offioiala who have 
a royal disregard of facts. Facts are 
beneath their notice. They make their 
lawa and their rules and their regulations 
wholly independent ' of facta, and if such 
lawa, rules and regnlationa are not in con- 
formity with facts, BO muoh the worse lor 
the facta. The rules and regulations are all 
right. They cannot be the least bit astray. 
And so British Columbians have to sail over 
shoals of their own salmon on their way to 
buy that fish in the American market. 
Great is Ofiioialdom ond W'ilmot ia ita 
Prophet. 

A PROPOSED CHANQB. 

The London Times discnssea the qaestion 

of the appointment of colonial jodges to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
fully and dispassionately. Ib evidently be- 
lieves that the great colonies should be re- 
presented in the highest tribunal in the 
Kmpire. Cases from the coloniea are con- 
sidered by the Jadioial Committee, and the 
Times seems to think ib natural that oolon- 
iats would have more confidence in it if they 
know that there were on it men actjuainted 
not only with tho law of the colonies, but 
with colonial institutions and the conditions 
under which colonists in the several depend- 
encies of the Empire live. It says : 

" In all the self -goveminK coloniea it la no w 
strongly felb thab if the Judicial Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council is to retain its old 
position it must be enlarged to meet the re- 
quirements ib Is expected to fulfil. The 
alternative is felt to Ho between this reform 
and the creation of independent Supreme 
Courts In eaoh of the great groups of 
colonies, and one or the other consummation 
It held to be Inevitable. The existing 
Supreme Court cf the Dominion of Canada, 
of which the judgment In criminal cases Is 
already final, ia an Indication of tho direotlon 
in which tho colonics may be expected to 
move." 

To show the need of having in the court 

of last resort judges ocquaintod with 
the laws of the diireront colonins, the races 
by which they have been settled and any 
peculiarilicB, auciiU and jiolitical, that may 
exist among them, tho Timea goes on to 
Bay : 

" As all the self-governing colonies pos- 
scBS the right of legislating for themselves 
the natnral tendency is to a constantly 
necessary divergence in their legal codes 
Moro than this, it must bo remembered that 
the cause of tho actual dilTerenoo in tho 
laws lies deep in the differing custoi^s 
upon which they have been based. The 
French Canadian, the Anglo Dutch, tho 
purely .British populations of the groups of 
colonies, vary greatly in traditions, habits 
of thought, and social oharaotoriBtico. A 
verbal knowledge of the letter of any 
given body of law ia admitted 
ly InsufBcient for its oorreot In- 
terpretation. Acquaintance with the sur- 
roundings of life and oiroumstanoe out of 
which those laws spring ia In many oaaea oa 
Boutial to tt Uno balance of judgment. In 
colonial appeals tho judges who compose 
tho Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun^ 
oil have not only to give their decision upon 
points of law with which they are neoessar 
ily unfamiliar In praolloo ; they have also to 
arrive at these dlffioulc decisions without 
any of tho assistanoo which cornea from ex 
tra-l<;^al knowledge of the conditions." 

It Is hard to Imagine atronger 
arguments for the change In the 
oomposition ot tho Judicial Commit- 
tee of the' Privy Council than those 
which the Times adduces. There may bo 
persona who oonaidor them so strong as to 
prove that auoh a tribunal aa that Commit- 
tee Is altogether unnecessary. Colonial 



judges posaess the knowledge necessary to 
come to just deoislona In Colonial cases that 
the best British judges lack. Why then 
take the moat'diiiioulb of Colonial oases to 
Great Britain to be decided by those judges? 
Ib la more than likely that English judges, 
eminent enough to be appointed to the 
Committee, possess a knowledge of 
tho principles ., of law/; , a breadth 
of view and a wide exporienoe 
which very few colonial judges poBSoas, and 
that all It wants to make a perfect tribunal 
for tho wholo Empire ia a liberal Infusion of 
colonial blood. The Times indeed hints 
this pretty broadly when ib says : " But 
wo are Incliaed to think that some eminenb 
opinion will be on our side if we venture to 
submit thab the advantage to be gained by 
the reform will not bo wholly thab of the 
colonies represented." 

As far as onr observation extends the 
J udiolal Committee ia popular in Canada, 
and we believe thab the change advocated 
by the Times would, if cffected,'glve satis- 
faction to men of all clajsei and profetslona 
in tho Dominion. There ia a good deal of 
truth as far as Cinada is concerned in the 
concluding remarks of the Times ; 

■■The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council," it says, "has for the roajoriiy of 
colonists something more than the aignifi- 
canco of a Court of Appeal. There is per- 
haps no Brkisli inatitution which is moro 
universally accepted as a symbol of the unity 
of the Kmplie. Its effioienoy has a high 
politioal importance of which ib would be 
unwise to lose sight, and any measure which 
tends to inoreaae that eiQeienoy must, even 
for this reason alone, be received with gen- 
eral satisfaction." 



AN INSTRUGTI'^B LEGTURE. 

The Farmers' Sun, tho organ of the On 
tario Patrons of Industry, has bsen showing 
a weakness {or spme of the Populist schemes 
fQ|;making ebverybody rich without hurting 
thdhiselves vrithbard work, and has received a' 
lecture ftoni Mr. Goldwin Smith which will, 
we trust, , bo taken to heart. Speaking ol 
the fiit money oruzs, the brilliant Professor 
says : 

The total defeat of bbe Populist organiza- 
tlon in the United Statea, which, I lup' 
pose, answers pretty closely to the Patrons 
of Industry here. Is ascribed, I have little 
doubt with truth, to Its advocacy of such 
fancies as an irredeemable paper currency 
to bo manufactured by ttie State and 
loaned to tho citizens. Tho Americans have 
had full experience of tho effects of an irro 
doemablo paper currency, and they know 
that it brings confusion and ruin upon in 
duatry and trade. Tom Paine, no bad radi 
cal authority, had witnosaed the working o 
an irredeemable paper currency during the 
revolutionary war, and his verdict is that 
whoever propoees a repRtition of the experi- 
ment ought to be punished with death. He 
seriously advocates the infliction of that 
penalty. Htd the Populists of the United 
Statea confined themselves to practioible 
objects, such as the purification of govern- 
ment and the reduction of expenditure, 
keeping themselves at the same time Inde- 
pendent of party, they might still be a 
powerful aa well as a useful organlzaiion.

in n sitting posture on tho bod, tho ball 
passing through tho nook and entering the 
board wall at tho back. The hidy must 
have been lying thero eight or ten days be- 
fore it was diacovorod, and waa partly 
decomposed. List fall the house of the 
deceased was broken into and robbed whilst 
he waa absent, and ainoe then he had placed 
a notice in a oonapicuoua poailion on bis 
placo written in Japanese which would bo 
interpreted in English : " This is my home- 
stead ; peraoua are prohibited from trea- 
paaatng on theaa premlaea after 4 o'clock." 

" Tub Poetry of Browning " was the tub- 
ject of yesterday's leoture at St. Anne's 
academy. Mrs. Wabb tummed up B:own- 
ing's torvicos to humanity. He was the 
historian of art, end no poet SO vivified the 
great picture galleries of the world. He ia 
tho only one of our great poets who has 
sought to fathom in verso tho deop mys- 
teries of sound, and, consequently. Is the 
master musician of poota. Ho is tho great- 
est of poet theologiaas ; no one has more 
powerfully grapi)lod with great queaiionB. 
He la tho pnet of lovers ; Ihure are no more 
glowing love eonga than hie. Ho ia at the 
head utid front of interpreters of emotion, 
mooda of sorruw, inoodo of niirth. Most of 
lill, he ia the pool of humanity, and haa left 
uutouolied no pointa <jf human interest ; 
thero ia a world of llrowniog people ; thero 
ia life throbbing in all ho has written ; 
ho has cjught the soul'n warmth, 
and flit cre:itioa'ti hurniony as thi; 
stars make rnua'c. '.riirou^^h it all, 
Irom BUDgs to pooina of higheut thought, ho 
has kept steadily in view bis objects— truth 
aud beauty. Tho aamn national oicitomect 
of 1830 started tho poetry of both Tennyson 
and Browning, and for tixty yunro each 
sung on hi I own peak in Parnassus, uonge bi 
different that thny charmed each other and 
the world into wonder. Browning's ob- 
sourity mars a few of bis abort poems and 
some parta of hia looizer poema, but there ia 
u splendid mass — 23 volumes— of intelli- 
gible, strong, indlvldadl work. Browning 
abusers are largely peo]^a who have never 
read a line of him. The next lecture is 
up in Oliver Wendell Holmea.

.. -fAKew CrewWlUBe 
SLlDped. 



DiiTerences of Opinion Bpgardiag' tbe 
V Wotorla'B" New Konte- 
Waterflront Qossip.. 



The di£Sou1by between baptain and crew 
of the bark Detroit, whioh waa brought to a 
foonaby the latter leaving tho ship at De- 
parturo Biy on Wednesday morning, waa 
made an end of yesterday, whan both sides 
of the case were stated as promised to 
General Boherba, . United' Sbntea oonaul. 
Tho matter waa fully gone into and tho re- 
sult was that the .crew were paid off, less §5 
per man on account of thoir action in leav- 
ing tho vesael ; Captain Rica will ship a now 
crew here, and expects by thia moruing to 
bo woll on hia way to .San Franoiaco. The 
men oame down from Nanainio by tho noon 
train yesterday and were (iuito ready to die- 
cuss their trouble. Thoy g>ivo their side of 
the story to tho following efTtot : 

On the Tuesday evening after they had 
been trimming tlio onal cargo, tlioy aald, 
tho Detroit was found to havo nearly tour 
feet of water iu the hold. The steam pumpa 
were started aud kept going steadily, but 
at 11 o'clock at nif^iil lliu curpenter told tlio 
crew ho could mako little headway against 
tha leak aa tho pumps would culy keep 
about oven w ith the icilow. 

■' Next morniug about C o'clock," said one 
of the crow, " I wua with the cirpuuter when 
he sounded the wl-11 again, and ho told uno 
that tho water liud rieon at tho rate of about 
three inclics an hour aince the pumps stop- 
ped the night bafcro, and that there was 
over five feet of water in tho ship. 1 knew 
that the ship's bottom was not good, Sho 
bad to have an iron brace rnn through her 
before abo left 'Frisco and the seams iu her 
botbom had been filled by pouring in oement. 
We oonoludad thai) al^e was nnseaworthy 
and aaked the oaptain to havo a aurvay made 
before she left Doparturu Uay. He said he 
would if wo paid for it, but we bad hatter 
wait until we got to Ecqoimalb, We would 
not agree to pay for the aiirvey, ol oourse, 

"Well, wfl Snslly walke'd' ashore to see 
Mr. DennisoD, the AmerioanooDBular agent 
at Nanaimo, and complained to him that the 
vessel was unsoaworthy. He adviaed aa to 
go back aboard and get him a written atate 
moot of our claim. When wa got back to 
Departure liay, however, we found that the 
Detroit had sailed while wo had been abient 
at tho consul's, ao wo camo on to Victoria 
by train to day. 

"Why didn't we wait till we got to Es- 
quimalt to get a survey made ? SVhy, wo 
were afraid that when tho captain once had 
ua aboard ho would not call at Esquimau, 
but force ue to sail tho ship to 'Irlsco." 

Liter in the afternoon the crew and cap- 
tain went before General Roberts, the 
American coneol, and tbe men made their 
complaint that the Detroit was unsoaworthy. 
Captain Rice, however, stated that sho was 
perfectly seaworthy, and the only reason the 
water had not all boon pumped out of the 
hold on Tuesday night or early Wednesday 
morning, was that the pumpa had in some 
way become clogged. Soon after tha bark 
left Departure Bay in tow of the Lome, the 
pumpa were cleared and the water was 
pumped out in very tborb order, 

General Roberts explained to tho men tho 
Anieriotn marine laws, which provide that 
if a survey be made and the vcteel found all 
right, the orew would have to pay for it, 
buoif the oomplaint of the men was well 
founded the ownera would have to itand the 
expense. 

'Tho Captain waa quite willing for tho 
survey to be made, buo the men daolined tho 
conditions. Still they were unwilling to go 
back ou duly, and at tbe (uggea- 
tion of Genorai Kaberte, Captain Rice 
agreed to pay elF, the men consenting to a 
deduction of f.'j each from thoir pay for 
leaving the bark aa they did. Liter in tha 
doy Captain Rica brought a now crow to 
ship beloro tho consul, but they wanted ?I0 
to mako the trip from hero to San Francisco 
and tho ci.ptaia considered tliat too much. 
Consiquently up to last night ho had not 
secured a orew to replace tho old one. 
Probably by tbia morning he will have 
aeourcd a orew and bo away.

I.ECiAI. rUOI'KSSIONS 

Hon Mr Davik moved the eccond read- 
ing of the bill to amend and consolidato the 
acta relating to the legal piofeesioLB He 
dwelt upon the nooeeaity for lawe of thia 
kind for tho proteotion ol tho public against 
imposition by incopuble or unworthy per 
sons presuming; to oirry on tho practice of a 
barrister or Bolicitor without hnviug been 
duly admitted to momberiiiiip in tho profes- 
siOD. Under tho law as it now exists and 
under tho bill now before the house, rigid 
Borutiny is provided against unworthy por 
BODS, whether unfortunately members of tho 
profession or merely applicants for member- 
ship. Tho bill had been prepared by the 
benohera of the law society. 

Mil MuTTKR, while approving of the bill, 
opposed the propoaition to exclude Scottish 
praotitioaers from the freedom to practise 
here without paseiog an examination, as he 
held that the standing of those praotiiionera 
is Buoh that no exoeption should be made of 
them. / . 

Mb WnuAHS explained the exoeptlonal 
position ooaupied by Soottish praotitionora 
with respect to the statnte law of Eogland 
in force in this province. He entered at 
length upon the details of the bill, explain- 
ing the necessity for its teveral provislona. 

Mr. Semlin did not feel oonvinced by 
wha 'had been stated to tho house of tho 
necessity for tho hill, or that if passed it 
would have the effjot claimed for it. Ho 
did not know th&t tho le^al profeaslon re 
ijulrea to bo purified any nioro than any 
ocher body of men, the logialature for in 
stance, for if the house wore to pass an act 
to purify tho Ingialaturo probably some 
members of the houio would nob bo thi re. 
(Laughter.) He did not approve of tho pro 
vision exoludioK from our oourta praotitioners 
from other provincos, which ia ono of the 
prlnoipil feuturca of tho bill. 

Hon. Mr 1'ooley was sorry to see that 
tho leader of the opposition had not 
been converted by the worde of wisdom 
whioh had ftllen from tho lips of 
the senior member for Vancouver. As 
to tho necessity for purifying the sooiely, 
he might mention that while in tho past it 
has had no authority for publishing the 
facts, it has hid tho unploiisanc duty of re 
foting adn:iBBi)non aevoral ocoasions after 
an inquiry into the records of the appli 
otnts, and in three instanceB, to bis knowl 
elge, it bai been i e iesaary to d a^ with 
ofTdndine members. He thought some such 
bill as thil a aeoesBlty in the interest of the 
yjung men trained in this province, who, 
while exolndtd from praotising in other 
provinces, are exposed to the competition of 
praotitioners from ail parts who come to 
BrltlBb Columbia.

WORIvME^''s WAGES. 

The house went into committee on the 
workmen's wages bill, Mr. Adams in tho 

chair. 

Tho members on the opposition tide 
propofod several amendments which 
in a slim committee wore carried, 
with the retult that tha bill be. 
oame, as the Premier rhi.r icteri/.^d, i'. 
a m ita of contradictious. He stated ihutj ho 
did not propoBo to attempt to check tho hon 
gciulemt'n any further, but would loavo 
ihom ft freo hun<i t > net' juil what sort of a 
nicuBuru thoy oould prociuco by tlicciibolvcfl, 
but lie would iihlc Ihu houao on roport to re 
Btoro thu liill lo ivnrkuhlo bhopu. Tho op- 
position ntit. fcoliuj:; I (juul to 1 h') tiiak thus 
left to them Mr. Heiiuin moved that tho 
committco riaii. 

Hon Mu Davii; said tho bill whioh was 
about to bo tlirown out through thia action 
cf the opposition, which under tho ciroum- 
Btunces ho wouUl not reeiat ut present, was 
u copy of tho N-jw Z uluud legislation of 
whioli they had tiilkod uo inuoh during tho 
deb >te on tho uddrcos. Hu had thought ho 
would lay a specimen of this l»gislation be 
fore thoin and watch tho result, whioli ho 
must s»y hud proved very curious Indeed 
Ho would pluou the bill as introduced, and 
tho ghastly masa into which it had been 
traDtfjrmod by tho opposition, aide by aido, 
so thatan losiruotivo oomparisou might be 
made, (Langhter.) 

The committee then rose. 

MKCMIANICS AND I.AllOIlKItS llIM, 

The houso went into committco on the 
iiiooliunioa and luborora bill, Mr. Uuntcr in 
tho chair. 

A couple of hours were spont in diBcusaing 
tho right of lien upon material supplied tu 
contractors, tho opposition arguing in favor 
of on omendment providing th'kti tho con- 
traiCoi'. I workmen shall havo n first lii n 
upon all such material whetho'' or not it is 
worked into tho building or they havo put 
any labor npon it, to the oxoluslun of the 
nian who snpplled the material bub has not 
been paid, for ib. The amendment to that 
effeof, proposed by Mr. MoPheraon, was list 
on division. 

The oommittee rose and reported pro- 
gress. 

IiiK Speaker declared a petition whioh 
had boon preaented by Mr. Sword from R. 
T. Williams & Co., asking for a share of tho 
bookbinding, to bo out of order oa involving 
tho expenditure of public money, and thia 
dooiaion being af poaled a;;ainab the Speaker 
aaid ho would give a ruling in writing to- 
morrow. A petition proconted by Mr. 
BIthet was retnmod for a similar reason.

as social roasoin, tlu>n'fc)rt>, our diniiif); 
rooms should lio bright, cuzy and rest- 
ful, %vith au all pon'adiiig souso of har- 
mony. 

In tlii'so (lays it is not only possible, 
but fiuitn ]iractieabU>, to prdduco har- 
mony and beauty with iiiuxpensivo lit 
monts. Wliere good taste prevails in 
tho selection of uolors, for instance, tho 
wall, tlio floor covering, hangings and 
'draperies are all in keeping and the 
whole in nuisou with tho fiimitnro. In 
dinint: rooms, as tho artistic housewife 
knows, blue should bo used sparingly, 
for it is too iib.sorbiug, aud dead white 
.and grays are too cold and obeorless to 
bo eniployod in profusion. In many din- 
ing rooms then! is a trimming of oak, iu 
which ea.~e o;ik furnituro is in order, 
and tlie walls and carpet will bo iu 
keeping if of a golden russet liuo. With 
such a combination tho draperies may 
1)0 of tho color kuowu as old blue. 

Tbo shape of the tablo i.s a matter of 
choice. When thero is ample space, tho 
round table, which presents no unconi- 
forrable e<jriu;is, is adiuirabli-. Tho 
square table has a greater seating ca- 
pacity, however, and when the family 
is a large one nud the dining room not 
overwido it is to bo commended. What- 
ever the form, bo snre that the tablo is 
substantial. 

Mounfactnrors have at last awakened 
to the fact that there is a demand for 
conifortable eliairs in tho diniug room 
as well as in the drawing room. By all 
moans select chairs that aro inviting 
and rcstfnl. Provide au armchair for 
the carver. He is entitled to its comfort- 
.able snpports, especially if ho bo the 
head of a large family. A second arm- 
chair shoald bo included in tho furnish- 
ing for his vis-a-vis. If sho presides at 
till! cotVi/e and tea urn, it will bo phys- 
ical economy as well as a mark of dig- 
nity. The remaining chairs do not call 
for arms, as in an ordinary dining room 
those occupy too much space, but thoy 
should b(! comfortable. 

Avoid high back chairs. These ob- 
struct daylifilit and throw gloomy shad- 
ows under artilicial light. A higli back- 
ed chair is also a s(!rious inconvenience 
to the waiti r or waitress ami is resjion- 
siblo for many a mishap in way of bro- 
ken dishes, overlilled goblots and tho 
spilling of gravies and sou])s. If the 
chair back roaches to tho shoulder 
blades, it is quite high enough. When 
the cost docs not interfere, npholstcred 
furniture covered with leather is the 
preferred sort for dining rooms. It is 
easily kept clean aud will last almost a 
lifetime. In regular dining room sets a 
lounge is usually included and adds a 
decidedly co/.j- aspect to tho room. 

Tho sidclioaril must harruonizo with 
tiio other furniture, thougli it need not 
nece.'^sarily malch it. When tho room is 
a large one, tins inece becomes a sub- 
ject for serious consideration, for if 
propcrlj- solc'cti'il it assists more than 
any other ono articlo in furnishing thi! 
apartment. A largo room requires a 
commodious sideboard. Tho more mass- 
ive, other things being eqiKil, tho bet-

tor will bo tho general effect. High top 
sideboariN, wdien graceful in roiistruo- 
tion and artistic in linish, appear to ad- 
vantage in rooiii.s with high coiliugs. 
'^'*'For smaller rooms those massive af- 
fairs are of course out of placo, and somo- 
thing less pretentious must l)0 provided. 
There has been revived from the fasli- 
ions of a century ago tho low bullet, a 
tablelike sideboard, with brackets mid 
drawers, but without any top. Then, 
too, modern maiiufaoturors aro copying 
thi! old ICnglish dresser, wlii<;li alVords 
suitable aocomniodatioii for tho disjilay 
of china, silver and glosswaru. 

A cliaruiiug adjunct to dining room 
furniture is a glas.s cabiuot for raro 
■china too valuablofor ordinary WBq, An- 
other ph asing accessory i.s afforded in 
the velvet lined hanging cahinels de- 
signed Inr I hi! exhibilion of souvenir 
spoons. Few youii(,' ladies aro without a 
colloctioil of those ornamental but not 
always useful trifles. Formerly there 
was sieii,. dmibt as to their disposition, 
but ili<- .■■iiuveiiir spoon cabluets have 
settled that miourtaiuty.

agrioulture, and we doabt if any other prov- 
inco of tho Damlnion' offer* a. wider range 
than is presented in Britlab Columbia, 

The lack of proaperlty in the agrioultnral 
oommanitiea in tbta province may in a meas- 
ure be attributed to the faot that each local- 
ity doea not ooofiDe itaelf to the pursuit of 
that bcanoh for wbioh the looality Is beat 
adapted. Whilat anob a oonrae ,is pursued, 
wo mast neoeiearily be oontented with a 
seriea of aKrionltural «xperimente— more 
often attended wicfa failure 'than snoaeai. 
As Bgrioaltnre la the base of all other arts 
and iuduatriea, ita .anobeiefal operation in 
this provinoo will onoourage all other indas- 
trioe. As the waves of depression in any 
oommuDity are traceable to uaremunerative 
agriculture, and that portion of the aom- 
niunity not pBrforminp! ita ahuro of Goinnier- 
cial AOtivity, we bolievo wo aro oorroot in 
dtatlng that) ia pluciDg tha bitsia of alt iu 
dustries on a porinanenb fjoting, or by leg 
iBiution whiuli will tend to that end, ia a 
duty whiuh muat ongago tho attention c 
all aeriousHtatcainon, for, with tho foundation 
aubatantially laid, commorcial activity in all 
induatriea and ganoral prosperity would on 
suu and bo niaiiitainod. 

Hub any loglslaturo of thia provinoo auo 
ueBBfully con»idered this question ? With all 
duerespeob to the good Inteationa wbioh aro 
over apparent and manifest when this subject 
ia diaousued either in debate on the public 
platform or in tho preaa, wo believe we are 
q'lito within tho mark in answorir.g " No 

It haa been stated that our parliunionta 
are not agricultural houBoa, and that any 
luoation liearinc on thia matter did not re 
jeivo the oaruoac utlentiou of tho niombers, 
auoh as its iinportanco warrants. Iu mtik 
ing suuh a statement we must oxpocu to bo 
met with tho query that, if tho government 
ioea nothing for the farmer, what ia tho use 
of thu largo ainouuta which aro annually 
voted to the agricultural distriots, and their 
ever-ready wUlingneis to acquieec;] with 
every wish expressed ? We aro quite 
wdling to admit the government haa been 
generous, but why ia it that, gonoroiia aa 
vou may have been, thia industry still 
languishes ? We believe this, because the 
real cause has never received your aerious 
attention, and in the report we have read a 
few are pointed out, and the convention be- 
ing composed of agrioalturallsts, these causes 
may safely be assumed by your honorable 
body to exist, and we hope that they may 
engage the attention of the government, and 
that such legliiation may be framed that 
will be productive of the roanlta we ao earn- 
estly hope for. 

We trust that the bluntnesa of our re 
marks may not be construed as in any way 
rtfleoting on tho actions or tho intentions bf 
tho gentlemen fornnng tho government, but 
aa on the legislature of the province, aa 
ovidenoed from tho peruaal of the proceed 
inga of tho houso aa otiicially reported. 

Tho careful study of ogrlculturo ii 
tho Province of Ontario, notwithBtundiog 
tho injurious effects of their having 
lost their moat avuilablo msrket, will show 
what may bo achieved by the atudy of tho 
methods boat suited under the circumstances 
Wo quite appreciate tho he^vy expense 
attaching to the government by tho ever- 
recurring demands for now roads, and that 
in the location of every new diatriot the de- 
maud increases without any praoticil in- 
creaeo in either the rovonuo or in the pro- 
ducts of the province. 

It should not bo ntceasary fjr settlors to 
have to go ndlea into tho bush, where a 
largo expoodituro for roads Is nooeaaary, 
when farming land along good roadg lies 
vacant in the free possesaion of primitive 
nature. Tho continuation of such a tyatem 
OinnoD be maintaioed without aorioualy 
affecting the revenue < f the province. This 
refers to olausea 1,2 and 3 of the report, 
and we think that a system of speciGo 
taxation on land would in a great nieaeure 
remedy this, ^\'o venture to assert that it 
would bring a large amount of idle land 
adjacent to the cenirea of consumption under 
cultivation. 

No doubt oases have been pointed out to 
you where the system now in force in some 
of the rural municipalities taxes industry 
and encourages the holding of unproductive 
land. 

With Buoh a ayatem pVeviifllng tbroaghoat 
the province is Id to be wondered at that 
large traota of land remain nnooojipied and 
untUled, awaiting the reaIiz»tion'of increas- 
ed values — the resnlt of the industry and 
activity of those holding adjacent landa ? 

In clause 3 we point out as a great evil 
the large aizo of many of tho holdings and 
their partial oultivaiion, and wo believe that 
under the prosent system of taxation many 
who hold land havo beep turned from farm- 
era into land epoculators, and wo now wait 
upon you hopirg thot in your wisdom you 
wdl pasa euoh legislation as will turn theso 
land bpoculatorn into farmers aud producers 
\Vo would ask you to take oUuaea 4 und 
7 togolher, aa to tho method whereby the 
government c%n aa-siat tho agriculturalist to 
adapt himaelf to the neoda of tho country. 
We boliovo that tho eatablisjhing of small ex- 
pcrimontul Htationa in diflereut portioua ot 
the province will enable the government to 
c couonncally demonstralo tho odaptability 
of euoh diatrict. W'o rcocnize tho great 
vuluoof the Kxperimental Farm at AgaBOv., 
but, aa an Indication of what ia boat i-uiteci 
to tho I'lnda in the valleys of tho Upper 
Frasor, Thompaon aud ypallunicheen rivers, 
ila usefulness is somewhat impaired, and 
tho convention was of the opinion that a few 
acres in tbo charge of a local man could bo 
maintained at a very email annutt 
cxpenae. aa there are many in the province 
who would oontlder auch a position as a 
mark of oanfldeooo, and the government 
cnutd diatribnte the yearly report of pro- 
gress, und this would be espesially bene- 
ticiul in their respoctivo dUtriots. Such an 
expenditure would bo beneficial to the in- 
terior of the province, having also in view 
tho succtsijful planting of forest trees— not 
only aa a store for future wealth, but of tho 
benefits of forestry to ugrioulturo, as hua 
bof-n amply domoiistratod in other countries 
Aa regards agricultural education. In all 
industries, for their Buccoasful operation, 
Boiontltio education is casontiul, and this 
perhaps applies more strongly to afiricul- 
turo. Ita varied oc:!upation8 bring the stu- 
dent ao cloao to nature that without an edu- 
cation that will ollow of an intolligont com- 
prohonaion of tho ciuiae, progroea and growth 
of uniin il und vcfjotablo life failurea are the 
rulo. 

In conclusion, we havo much pleaaure in 
atatiog that it was pleasing to note the 
earneatneaa which was apparent at the con- 
vention at Agasslz, and your honorable body 
may rest aaaured that any ooneideratlon vou 
may give these matters is eagerly looked 
forward to. 

We hope that in our oagornesa to place 
tho wishes of tho convention before you wo 
have not traofgreaaed the courtesy to which 
yoar faonorable body ia entitled, or that wo

Tuborculoais— Ic ia expected that the Do- 
minion government will put the Dominion 
auc ro coutagioua and infeotlous dissaece af. 
footing live atnak in force in all tho pro' 
vliiceo of this Djminion and provido com- 
pensation for thoBO whoso cattle are ilo- 
Htrt.ytd ia tho inlon.s'; of public hoa'th, ] 
Thib government liaB much hympalhy for 
those who aro Buffering from the loss of 
cattle iu tho effort that ia now being made 
ro prevent tho spread of the dlaouao, but it 
would bo improper to assume a reapnoBlliib 
ity which it ia clearly the duty of tho Do- 
nuniou government to undertake. 

Dyking the Frasor — An arrangement has 
been ni!kde with thu Dondnion government 
whortby jiint action will bo taken by both 
governments for a thorough examination cf 
tho Frasor and tributaries with a view to 
control tho waters thereof and prevent tho 
recurrence of thp (Jieaatera which over- 
whelmed BO many worthy aettlera during 
the late froBhet. Thia government ia must 
anxious that tho work shall bo thorough 
and effective. It is nob prohalde 
that another such calamity will 
occur before the question shall 
have been solved and the suooeBiful dyking 
cf those valuable ianda shall have been an 
accomplished fuc'. 

Development of Agricaltnre— The govern- 
ment has anticipated many of the excellent 
suggestions sot out iu your memorial and 
have under oonaideralion a plan whereby 
tho desired ends may bo reaohed, The Pro- 
vincial Board of Idorticultare has been ao 
suoootsful in advancing the Intereata of that 
valuable and promlaiog indaatry that it haa 
been decided to add to tbo ecopo of the 
duties of the board ao aa to include all 
branohes of hnalMkudry. Thia may require 
enlargement of t6e board, wbioh will 
make It a board of agriculture and horll- 
culture. It ia believed that experioienta 
such as you suggest can be undertaken by 
prominent agrlcnlturists co-operating with 
the board in various sections of the province, 
which is suro to result in a better knowledge 
of the capabilities of the soil, tho most pro- 
fitable crops to grow and other details of 
great value to cuuivators. Tho board will 
devote inuch atteulina to dairying ami 
allied iLtores's, tu h aa co-operative 
creameries, biloes and ensilage, foddor 
plants and grasses and hay raising, 
that bortlcultarn, dairying and 
general firming will eauQ receive a propor- 
tionate share ot the oate and atitentiou of 
tho board. 

Taxaion— laa moat difficult subject to 
deal with bo as to give general aatlafaclion. 
Thia Government lavora the prir.ciplo of 
niikirt; liberal exemptlonB to thoeo who 
hont-atly improve their farina by draining, 
fencing and orchard planting. All theac 
qneatiuns aro rrcoivirg careful coneidera- 
tion, with a view to aeal fairly with all 
classes. Those settlors who havo shown in- 
dustry and enterprise in the improvement 
of their hoIdlDga ought to be (peolally cod- 
sidored. 

Tho Government is pleased to reccivo all 
practical euggestioDB from auoh convcntiona 
a that wbion you represent, Tho develop, 
nient of the reaouroea of British Columbia is 
subject large enough to engage the atten- 
tion of all thoughtful peraoDs, and an inter- 
change of viewa and opinlona must be 
mutu:illy beneficial.
